Such 
have no greater joy than 10 ſee their chil- 
dren walking in the truth. Other conſide- 
rations might,. and indeed are elſewhere 
ſuggeſted by this writer to beſpeak a ſeri. 
ous regard in early life to his important 
inſtructions, particularly the tender affec- 
tion with wn poſts intereſt themſelves 
in the happineſs of their offspring, and 
the abundant ſatisfaction and delight 
which it affords ſuch as fear Gop them- 
themſelves, to ſee them thus truly Fog, 
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ſee Chap. xxiii. 15 and 25 verſes. © My 
„ fon if thine heart be wiſe, my heart 
* ſhall rejoice, even mine; then thy-fa- 
ther and thy mother ſhall be glad, fhe | 
that bare thee ſhall rejoice. ”- A Child 
of an ingenuous diſpoſition muſt feel an 
argument like that from the mouth of a 
parent. And, though it ſhould ſeem a 
digreſſion, give me leave, my young 
friends, to urge it upon each of you. 
Many an obliging expreſſion of your pa- 
rents care and tenderneſs you probably re- 
ceived when you were inſenſible of the 
hand that fed and clothed you, and ut- 
terly incapable of providing for your- 
ſelves. And, if ſpared, they are till 
foltowing you with an anxiety unknown 
but to the parent's heart. They are 
thoughtful for you for a long while yet to 
come: for the whole of your paſſage 
through lite, and for your happineſs be- 
yond the grave. It is not their only or 
their principal concern to ſend you into 
the world in eaſy and comfortable circum- 
ſtances ; but they long to be the inſtru- 
ments of forming you for Goo, for the 
enjoyment and relemblance of him, and a 
ſtate of the higheſt intellectual and =_ 
tual excellence and happineſs, in which 
you. 
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you may for ever ſhew forth his praiſe. 
This would add an unſpeakable reliſh to 
every ocher enjoyment of their lives, and, 
like a rich cordial, cheer their drooping 
ſpirits under all the painful trials with 
which they may be exerciſed—This would 
enable them to leave you. in the world with 
compoſure, it would ſoften their dying 
beds, and encourage them to commit 
chearfully into the hands of their Father 
as your Father, of their God as your Gop. 
Or, if called to follow you to an untimely 
grave, nothing could ſo ſoon dry up their 
falling tears, or footh their hearts when al- 
moſt overwhelmed within them. But 
know that a fooliſh fon is a grief to his 
father, and bitterneſs to her that bare him. 
* Alas ſo many endeavours for my child's 
good in vain and worſe than in vain ! 
* fo many fervent proper for them ſeem-

<« ſelf.” It has been remarked of many 
a young perſon © He is not ſo much any 
one's foe as his own. He is courteous 
„ and obliging in his behaviour to others, 
but unjuſt and cruel to himſelf, ” -- This 
ſuch moſt certainly are as deſpiſe ſolid 
wiſdom or neglect to cultivate it. © It 
ce thou ſcorneſt thou alone ſhalt bear it. 
Thy tolly may wound many a heart, and 
force torrents of diſtreſs from many an 
eye: perhaps impoveniſh, or at leaſt great- 
ly embarraſs thy beſt friends through life ; 
and, &er thou art aware, bring down 
their grey hairs, or their broken conſtitu- 
tions in more early life, with ſorrow to the 
grave. But know, that the ſtrcke will 
return upon thee, ſooner or later with a 
violence more than proportioned to that 
with which it has fallen upon others.—1 
will however diſmiſs that thought for the 
preſent, to aſſure thee as I can with cer- 
tainty and great pleaſure, that if thou art

and with a curſe; Many rich men are mi- 
ſerable: and not a have reduced 
themſelves by their folly to a morſel of. 
bread; while truth and honour, integri- | 


ty, juſtice and benevolence ſecure eſteem 
and credit, and often raiſe the dependent 


and neceſſitous to eafy, and even affluent 
circumſtances. You will always find this 


wiſdom profitable to direct in rhofe diffi- 
culties by which the fooliſl are embarraſſ- 
ed and ruined; and to enable you to e- 
ſcape others into | which the raſh youth 
1s trequently involved. This will diſpoſe 
you to avoid thoſe unneceſſary expences 
and indulgencies * which many impove- 

riſh 
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riſh themſelves and all in connection with 
them; and prompt you to that activity 
and diligence, that ſteadineſs and caution 

which in many inſtances make rich. But 
let it never be forgotten that the oracles of 
eternal truth have expreſly declared that 
“ godlineſs is profitable to all things, having 
promiſe of the life that now is, as well as 
< of that which is to come.“ + Hence may 
you chearfully hope that what you are 
hereby inclin'd to lay out for Gop, you 
ſhall, ſooner or later, find you have been 
laying up for yourſelf : that which is given 
for the relief of his poor ſaints, or more 
immediately for the ſupport and advance- 
ment of the redeemer's intereſt far from 
being loſt, will be returned in a time and 
way that ſhall be to your advantage.

It will ſecure you ay 2 and eſteem 
among men—This writer ſays of a good 
name that it is better than precious oint- 
ment; and of loving favour that it 1s ra- 
ther to be choſen than ſilver and gold.“ So 
thoſe undoubtedly have thought who have 
engaged in the moſt laborious, expenſive, 
and hazardous undertakings to acquire or 
preſerve it. All muſt receive ſatisfaction 
from it when evidently the acknowledg- 
ment and reward of real excellence, and 
eſteem it truly valuable as an introduction 
to uſefulneſs. But the wiſe and good do 
not always obtain it: perſons of diſtin- 
guiſhed worth are ſometimes reproached 
becauſe they are thereby raiſed above the 
multitude around them. Envy and ma- 
lice open their mouths ; and load them, 
as they did long ago him whom they fol- 
low, with odious and abominable imputa- 
tions for actions that are not only perfectly 
innocent but | pratſe-worthy. And it will 
perhaps be often impoſſible to eſcape theſe 
malignant cenſures, or the trial of cruel 
mockings, unleſs by ſuch a conformity to 
the world as would be a real and lafting 
reproach to the diſciples of Jeſus. Hence

« you.” There are perſons whoſe praiſe 
would be a diſgrace, and whoſe reproach- 
es do credit to the ſufferer. Yet our au- 
thor's remark ® is ſtill true and worthy of 
regard. The wife ſhall inherit gloty, 
but ſhame ſhall be the promotion of 
“ fools. ** The moſt ignorant can diſcern 
the traces of ſolid wiſdom, and even infi- 
dels and ſinners often admire and eſteem 
the character which they neglect to imitate. 
But whatever opinions ſuch may entertain 
concerning you, if wiſe, you will be re- 
ſpected by all whoſe eſteem and good word 
is an honour. All who fear Gop them- 
ſelves and love his ſon Jeſus will think and 
ſpeak of you with Lene Such will do 
their utmoſt to make ycu happy, and to 
promote your uſefulneſs, they will give 
you counſel and enccuragement in every 
difficulty, and commerd you with a fra- 
ternal affection to the bleſſing of their and

Every 
one who ſpends his days in fin and folly is 
not merely a cumberer of his lord's ground, 
but a curſe likewiſe rather than a bleſſing 
to all with whom he is connected, and o- 
ver whom he has any influence. And it is 
but little, very little that ſuch can do for 
Gop or their fellow creatures who enter 
upon his ſervice at the eleventh hour.
